Church, Say Rectors. 


Clergymen Cite Instances of 
Recovery by Prayer. 


J. F. Langhorne Reappointed 
Chancellor of Diocese.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF

Dispatch.] A declaration that the 
inroads of Christian Science is a very 
large factor in non-attendance and 
lack of interest lit the work of the 
orthodox church brought out strong 


statements today from various Epis- 
copal rectors in attendance on the 
annual diocesan convention at Grace 
Cathedral that the church ‘yields 
nothing in healing wers to Chris- 
tian Science, and t it is still a 
church. 

e Rev. E. W. Couper, rector of 
Christ Church, Alameda, submitted 
the report on church attendance, in 
which he called attention to Chris- 
tian Science as a special cause. The 
Rev. Edward Morgan, rector of St. 
Luke's, San Francisco, declared em- 
phatically he believed and knew the 
church has the power of healing 
through prayer, and that its minis- 
ters are able to exercise that power. 
He cited instances where he 
himself brought about recoveries 
through prayer, and asserted that it 
was the fault of the priests of the 
church if they did not exercise the 
power that belonged to them. 

The Rev. Clifton Macon, rector of 
Trinity, Oakland, added to the weight 
of this evidence, saying he knew of 
many cases where the prayer of 
priests had been efficacious in heal- 
ing, and that he knew his brethren 
could attest many more. The church, 
he said, has lost nothing of its heal- 
ing powers. The Rev. Mr. Couper 
said afterward that the church yields 
nothing to Christian Science in heal- 
img ability, but because rectors are 
not given to advertising the fact peo- 
ple have fallen away from the habit 
of calling them in.

WASHINGTON, Jan 29.—Secretary 
Daniels declared before the House 
Naval Committee today that an in- 
ternational agreement for a total ces- 
sation of naval construction would be 
preferable to a one-year naval holi- 
day and that while he hoped for ulti- 
mate disarmament.among all the 
powers, it would be im ble to 
suspend naval activities thout a 
combination of at least two of the 
world’s greatest nations. He believed 
that with a consideration for the tax 
burdens of the people, two new bat- 
tleships was the minimum pro- 
gramme of naval efficiency for the 


United States and saw no reason for 
the programme for four battleships. 


APPROPRIATION PASSED. 
| After a brief debate opened by 
Representative Shirley of Kentucky, 
with a speech deprecating war scares, 
but urging the necessity for a uate 
attention to the country’s defenses, 
the House today passed the annual 
fortifications appropriation bill carry- 
ing an appropriation of $6,176,200. 
Pro n is made in the measure for 
the system of land defenses in Hawaii 
asked for by the War Department as 
essential to guard the great naval 
base there. 
PHILIPPINES DEFENSES. 


Representations of the unprepared- 
ness for war and the annual war 
scare” were asssailed today by Rep- 
resentative Sherley of Kentucky, when 
he p nted the fortification bill to 
the House for géneral debate. Sher- 
ley referred particularly to Rear-Ad- 
miral Vreeland's opinion given to the 
Naval Affairs Committee yesterday 
tat the United States was not in «@ 
position to defend the Philippines. 

“IT can assure the House that our 
fortifications are in no such condi- 
tion of unpreparedness as to cause 
alarm,” said Sherley. “As to the 
Philippines, the Island of Corregidor, 
commanding the entrance to Manila 
Bay, has been completely and strong- 
ly fortified and it is in a position to 
withstand attack for six months with- 
out assistance from the outside.” 

ARTILLERY AMMUNITION. 


Sherley referred to field artillery 
ammunition for which the War De- 
partment has demanded larger appro- 
priations. 

“If we contemplated taking the 
field in a war that would require an 
army ‘of 600,060, within the next 
year or two,” said he, “then the ap- 
propriation of $900,000 for field ar- 
tilery ammunition in this bill is not 
sufficient. It should be several mil- 
lion. But if we do not expect a great 
war for five or ten years, then the 
present provision is ample and gen- 
erous.”

Congress resolved that the 
lands which may be ceded to the 
United States by any particular State 
shall be disposed of for the common 
venefit of the United States and be 
settled and formed into dis- 
tinct republican States, which shall 
become members of the Federal Un- 
jon, and have the same rights to 
sovereignty, freedom and independ- 
ence, as the other States. 

“The fundamental proposition as- 
sented to by the United States upon 
which these cessions were based was 
that the public lands within new 
States, existing or to be created, 
should be disposed of, sold, for the 
benefit of the United States, for the 
reason that the States beMeved it 
would be injurious to their sovercign 
rights that any large areas of land 
within their boundaries should be 
permanently beyond their taxing pow- 
er and control and within the so- 
ereien jurisdiction of another power.

that all new States were to be ad- 
mitted to the Union upon terms of 
exact equality with all ether States, 
and the act of admission of the State 
of California declared that ‘the State 
cf California shall be one and ts here- 
by declared to be one of the United 
States of America and admitted into 
the Union on an equal feoting with 
original States in all respecte what- 
ever. The people of said State shall 
never interfere with the primary dis- 
posal of the public lands within Its 
limits." In the case of Pollards, leases, 
versus Hagan, the Supreme Court of 
the United States discusses these con- 
tracts between the several States and 
the United States and the meaning 
and force of the constitutional pro- 
visions thereafter, passed. 

“It is there declared as to the gov- 
ernment lands within such States that 
the United States never held any 
municipal sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
right of soll In and to their territory, 
or in and to the territory of any of 
the new States, excepting the right 
over them of executing the trust, 
which trust was to provide for their 
disposition by cessions or sale. It is 
further held that every new State 
comes into the Union upon terms of 
equality with all other States, and 
such an equality cannot exist if in 
one State it exercises sovereign pow- 
ers over the lands, while in another 
it has disposed of such lands, or in 
the execution of its trust must dis- 
of them. In Coyle versus Smith, 
221 U. S. 559, these doctrines are re- 
asserted and affirmed,.and the power 
of the United States to pass any law 
which will create Inequality between 
the States has repeatedly by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States it- 
self been declared to be void and of 
no effect. 

“We are, of course, not unmindful 
of the decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, such as Can- 
field versus United States 167 U. 8. 
524; Kansas versus Colorado, 206 U. 
S. 89, and Light versus United States, 
220 U. 8. 523, whieh declare that 
within the governmental! trust to dis- 
pose of its public lands vast areas of 
them within existing States may be 
taken from the domain and contro! of 
the State and placed in perpetual re- 
serve, and that the execution of the 
trust under which Congress holds 
these lands rests with Congress alone. 
Whether inconsistency and hostility 
exist between this latter line of deci- 
sions and that headed by Pollards, 
essee, Versus Hagan, the Supreme 
Court of the United States itself in 
due time will declare. 

“But here we desire to point out 
that while the State of California was 
admitted as a sovereign State of the 
Union upon equal terms with all the 
other States, and while it has been 
judicially declared that an essential 
part of that equality is the disposi- 
tion of the public lands within the 
State, to the end that the revenues 
by taxation therefrom and the con- 
trol over them may be vested in the 
State, we have in California a with- 
drawal by the United States from sale 
and a placing in reserve of one-third 
of the area of the whole State—an 
area greater than the combine@ terri- 
tory of New Hampshire, V nt, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island. New Jersey and Maryland. 
“Not this alone, but we have in 
these withdrawals a refusal upon the 
part of the United States to yield te 
the State of California control over 
its natural sources of wealth. Its for- 
ests, ita mines, its oll-bearing lands. 
its power sites and possibilities have 
been withheld by the United States, 
which proposes to exercise over them 
the ‘municipal sovereignty,’ which the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in Pollards, lessee, vs. Hagan, de- 
elared not to exist. 

“Tf at the time of the proposed ces- 
sion of its lands by Virginia, Con- 
gress had declared its intent to be 
that which it has actually executed 
in the State of California, little doubt 
can be entertained as to the answer 
which Virginia would have made. 
“Tt is, indeed, a departure from the 
accepted construction of these consti- 
tutional! provisions to have it said that 
the United States may, as here, with- 
draw from State use one-third of the 
area of a sovereign State. And so, 
coming to the specific section of land 
here under consideration, if it has 
possibilities of water storage and pow- 
er development, certainly it is to the 
interest of the State that these po- 
tentialities should be developed in the 
interest of its citizens and the revenue 
derived therefrom by rates, tolls and 
taxation go into its own treasury, 
rather than to witness them lying un- 
developed and unimproved, or. if im- 
proved at all, improved for the en- 
richment of the national treasury. 
This is meant to convey no criticism 
of true conservation of natural re- 
sources. But it is a simple declara- 
tion of a manifest fact that in a State 
such as California a large part of 
whose territory and whose natural re- 
sources are taken away from State 
control, the denial of the right of 
taxation of such lands, the erection 
of an ‘impertum in impertio,” are de- 
velopments of governmenta] ideas not 
dreamed of at the time of the adop- 
tien of the Constitution, nor at the 
time of the decision of Pollards, 
lessee, vs. Hagan. And in the State 
of California the cause of conserva- 
tion would not suffer if intrusted to 
the State itself. 


State shall believe its rights or inter- 
ests to be affected by the adoption 
of the decisions of the Federal courts 
in the construction of the Federal 
statute, which is indisputably a mat- 
ter of much moment, the path fs clear 
to t Supreme Court of the United 
States. where the true and final con- 
struction of the statute will be given 
and all doubts put at rest. 

“The judgement appealed from is, 
therefore, affirmed.

UAN REVIVES 
CONFUCIANISM. 


BY CHINA'S PRESIDENT. 


— 


Administrative Council Passes the 
Measure, Which Is Submitted by 
Yuan Shi Kai Himself, with the 
Idea of Inclining the Nation To- 
ward ‘Religious Influences.

PEKING (China) Jan. 29.—A bill 
prescribing the worship of heaven 
and Confucius by the President of the 
Chinese republic was passed today by 
the Administrative Caquncil, which 
took the place of the Chinese Parlia- 
ment, recently dissolved by President 
Yuen Shi Kal. The measure was 
submitted to the council by Yuan Shi 
Kal himself. 

It is understood that the Presi- 
dent's idea is to set an example to 
the Chinese nation, which he thinks 


needs the moral building influence of 
religion. The President will worship 
at the Temple of Confucius, and at 
the Temple of Heaven annually in 
the same way, as the Manchu em- 
perors did, but without wearing the 


diadem. The diadem was proposed, 
but was not adopted, owing to criti- 


cism that it would be taken as an- 
Other indication of Yuan Shi Kare 
monarchial d 

The question of the introduction 
of a state religion has created con- 
siderable controversy in China, the 
Christian missionaries of all sects op- 
posing such a step. The constitu- ; 
tion adopted by the Chinese Parlia- 
ment made no provision for any state 
religion, but for some months a Con- 
fucian revival movement has been in 
evidence and a league was formed by 
representatives in China, not only of 
Christianity, but of Mohammedan- 
ism, Taoism and Buddhism, to op- 
pose the adoption of a state religion. 

As was contemplated when Yuan 
Shi Kal dissolved Parliament the Ad- 
ministrative Council formed in its 
place and consisting of two repre- 
sentatives from each province, four 
Cabinet Ministers, a representative 
from each ministry, and eight mem- 
bers of the Presidential secretariat, 
adopts all the measures proposed by 
President Yuan Shi Kai, who exer- 
cises practically entire control. 


MISSIONARIES SAFEGUARDED. 
[BY A. P. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—As the 
Chinese provisional constitution 
which Yuan Shi Kal has sworn to up- 
hold, provides that “citizens shall 
have freedom of religion,” officials 
here were somewhat surprised at the 
action of the Chinese Administrative 
Council, Religious freedom in China, 
however, is guaranteed by at least a 
dozen treaties with world powers. 
The United States has three and 
other nations having similar ones 
are Great Britain, Denmark, Bei- 
lum, France, Italy, Portugal, Russia 

and Spain. 

Incidentally, Yuan Shi Kals con- 
stitutional adviser is an American, 
Prof. Frank Johnson Goodnow ol 
Columbia University. Advices re- 
ceived here on the movement to re- 
vive Confucianism have stated that 
religionists other than Christians 
have not demurred at public partici- 
pation in Confucian ceremonies.

AS HAITI 


POT SIMMERS.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Quiet 

prevailed at Port-au-Prince to- 

day when Capt. Russell, com- 
manding the battleship South Caro- 
lina, reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment by yireless that it would, not be 
necessary to reinforce the detachment 
of sixty bluejackets already landed in 
the Haitian capital from the armored 
cruiser Montana to protect foreigners 
and their property. Capt. Russell 
said, however, that he had sent ashore 
a medical officer with twelve marines 
to aid in caring for islanders wound- 
ed during the fighting Thursday, 
when President Oreste abandoned his 
government and sought refuge aboard 
the German cruiser Vineta. 

The policy to be adopted by the 
United States regarding Haiti, 
which has been left without a govern- 
ment by the flight of the President 
at the approach of revolutionists, 
will depend upon developments. 

The Haitian constitution provides 
that in case of a vacancy in the Pres- 
idency the Cabinet Ministers shall 
call the national Assembly in session 
within ten days and that body shall 
fill the vacancy. If this constitutional! 
method is followed now, the State 
Department probably will not object 
to the recognition of the new gov- 
ernment in Haiti. 

There is doubt, however, as to the 


ability of Oreste’s Cabinet to get to- 
gether and issue a call for the na- 


tonal Assembly, and it fs believed 
many of these officials already have 
sought safety in flight. The Minister 
for Foreign Affairs was reported to- 
day to have taken refuge on board 
— German merchant vessel Sar- 
inia. 


REFUGEES REACH KINGSTON,

COST OF LIVING AFFECTED BY 
THE RECENT RAINS.

Eggs, Butter, Potatoes and Some 
Other Articles Sell at High Figures, 
but Will Be Cheaper in a Few 
Days—Citrus Fruit Is Pientiful at 
Low Prices. 


. 

For the immediate present the re- 
cent rains, beneficial as they will 
prove to have been later, have not 
done much to lower the “high cost of 
living.” A little longer delay to trains 
might have meant almost a famine ip 


| eggs, butter and potatoes. 


As it is, these articles are so scarce 
that they have jumped up several 
cents in price. Eggs are selling from 
46 to 50 cents a dozen at retail, de- 
spite the fact that the hens have been 
getting down to business and the yield 
has been increasing rapidly during the 
month. Butter sells up to 40 cents 
where it was selling af low as 35. 

Then, too, the rain has put out 
of supply quite a number of vege- 
tables—some that, because of the 
mild fall and winter, have been plen- 
tiful until a few days ago. Tomatoes 
might be placed at the head of the 
list. They were selling for about $1.50 
a box, but the only kind obtainable 
now are those from the hothouse, 
which bring $2 per small basket. 

Cucumbers have disappeared en- 
tirely as far as the field variety is 
concerned. The hothouse variety sells 
for 165 to 25 cents each. String beans 

ve been strung out; wax and green 
varieties are all gone. Peas are still 
hanging on, but are selling for 15 
cents a pound at retail. Egg plant 
has jumped with the other vegetables, 
and all the bunch varieties have 
moved up a few cents. 

Potatoes are going up “dst, and 


onions are so high that only the 
wealthy can afford to buy them soon. 
The t Sacramento and Stockton 


grea 
River fields have been flooded, and 
Los A depends largely on that 
district for its winter supply. The 
best “spuds” have jumped from $2 
up to $2.50 within a few days. 

Delay of onion shipments and a 
natural shortage of the crop has 
caused the market to advance almost 
25 cents a day, and at wholesale they 
were selling up to $4.50 per hundred 
yest „ which means $5 by the 
time they reach the consumer, if not 
more. 

A week of fair weather will do won- 
ders for many varieties of green vege- 
tabled and will bring the prices down. 
Already Imperial Valley has shipped 
in some green corn—the earliest in 
years, on account of a little rain and 
more fair weather in that southern 
portion of the State. 

It is probably only a matter of a 
few ys before eggs and butter will 
be lower than they have been for 
months, the green feed and spring 
weather causing a rapid increase in 
production, and possibly the delayed 
shipments will help for a short time 
to swamp the markets and give every- 
one an opportunity of saving some 
cash 


Citrus fruits are as cheap as they 
have been for many moons. Rains 
have delayed the shipments Kast and 
much fruit intended for distant mar- 
kets te coming into the city, o that 
oranges of very fair quality at 10 
cents a dosen are not unusual, and at 
30 cents the finest fruit is obtainable.

“Our campaign may include house- 
to-house visits by persons who will 
explain the merits of the output of 
home industries. This method has 
already been tried to some extant in 
the city and found to be beneficial.”

HEDBY MOORE CUDLOM. 
A great man is dead. Senator Shelby 
Cullom was a towering figure among states- 
men, and for over fifty years his strong 
energies loyally served bis party and this 
nation. History already records him as 
one of the few—the very few—who stood as 
a faithful and sympathetic friend by the 
side of Lincoln during the darkest days this 
republic has ever known. 
Senator Cullom was one who sought 
neither the plaudits of the gallery nor the 


live in a “free State.” 

As outh Senator Cullom endured the 
hardships of the frontier, and early in life 
acquired one of those meager educations 80 
common to the indomitable sons of pio 
neers, and which, with increased oppor- 
tunity, was rapidly amplified into scholarly 
proportions. On being admitted to the 
practice of law in 1855 he at once identified 


sociated with his party, serving it in the 
Legisiature of Illinois, in the House of 
Representatives, as Governor of Illinois, as 
United States Senator and on various com- 
missions, including that which established 
the government of Hawaii. It was he who 
nominated Grant for the Presidency in 1872. 

Senator Cullom was ever the foe of dema- 
gogues and “faddists.” His faith was rooted 
in the Constitution of the United States 
and he never indulged in, nor was shaken 
by, the flamboyant oratery of mushroom 
reformers. Principles, not theories, he 
championed. It was his privilege to see 
this nation grow from a small, rebellion- 
racked republic into a broad and demo- 
cratic country under administrations that 
were loyal to those principles of liberty, 
equality and protection under the law. 

In the laborious and exacting work of 
building and shaping the destiny of this 
nation, for over a generation he was given 
a prominent and important part. His was 
a wise council and faith in it was never 
ntisplaced. Duty was the guidon toward 
which he marched; responsibilities and 
dificulties brought no complaint from his 
lips. In the fullest sense the American 
people may say of him: “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.” A great man 
is dead. 


REPARED FOR L.W.W.’S. 

From experience and observation the 
Chicago police seem to have learned the 
most efficient methods of dealing with I. 
W.W.’s and others of the anarchistic 
trouble-making stripe. That experience 
dates back to the terrible days of the 
Haymarket mots when men were murdered 
by lawless laborite agitators. That obser- 
vation has included the efficient manner in 
which the police department of Los An- 
geles deals with the seditious followers of 
anarchy and Socialism. 

Recently a number of agitators of the 
soap-box variety have appeared on the 
streets of Chicago declaiming against ‘‘cap- 
italists” and urging the lawless to plunder 
stores for the purpose of taking what is 
wanted. The police made many arrests. 
At once there followed cowardly and 
anonymous threatening letters, ordering the 
police to release the prisoners—or be dyna- 
mited. But the threat is hardly an ad- 
vantageous means of arguing with free- 
born Americans sworn to uphold the law. 
Knowing that the LW.W.’s are vicious 
enough to make trouble if given the slight- 
est opportunity, the Chicago police have al- 
ready begun a campaign which will require 
all loafers and conspirators to give a good 
account of themselves to get out of the 
city, or to go to jail. 

Los Angeles learned long ago that the 
only way to maintain law and order is to 
keep prepared for the labor union guerrillas 
and political loafers who are only indus 
trious in making trouble. Recently when

NEW COTTON OOUNTRY. 

Lord Kitchener is proving to be one 
of the great benefactors of his generation. 
Years ago Khartoum, where the Nile 
branches into two prongs known as the 


| White and Hue Nile, was a miserable lit- 


tle African village where the Mahdi held 
his court. Lord Kitchener conquered the 
Mahdi. Then he drove Mahdism from the 


country by constructing raflroads and de 


veloping Khartoum into a thrifty and enter- 
prising little city, the capital of the great 
province of the Soudan, which, consisting 
of some thousands of square miles of ter- 
ritory, lies between the southern boundary 
of Egypt and the northern shore of Lake 
Albert Nyanza. 

The increasing demand of the world for 
cotton goods has caused a search for cotton 
lands. A vast tract of such lands bas been 
found in Egypt. Between the White and 
the Blue Nile lies the district known as 
Gezirch. “Here,” says an eastern exchange, 
“some 1,500,000 acres of land, today deso- 
late and almost useless, can, it is believed, 
by utilizing the waters of the two Niles, 
be rendered not only fertile but one of the 
finest cotton-growing districts imafinable. 
The course of the two rivers, as they flow 
to their junction at Ebartoum, is very like

that of the Rhone and the Saone at Lyons, 
made famous in the historic metaphor of 
Pitt. The Blue Nile comes raging out of 
Abyssinia. The White’ Nile flows steadily 


the streams causes a gigantic overfiow, and 
it is this which Lord Kitchener proposes 
to take advantage of for the storing of the 
waters for irrigation. The torrent of the 
Blue Nile will be permitted, in flood time, 
to race down past the junctions of the 
rivers into Egypt, but the course of the 
White Nile will, during the time of. flood, 
be stayed and sent to water the country 
which so badly needs it. When the time’ 
of flood is past the waters of both rivers 
will be released and will flow down once 
more into Egypt, after the irrigator has 
levied his toll in the shape of the once 
wasted overflow. In order to regulate the 
flow of the rivers, the stream of each 
branch will be dammed. Thirty miles 
south of Khartoum the waters of the White 
Nile will reach a great barrage which will 
restrain and store them. A couple of hun- 
dred miles south of Khartoum, at Sennar, 
the Blue Nile will be dammed also for the 
purpose of irrigation.” 

The result will be the conversion of a 
land which a few years ago was held in 
the grasp of the most cruel of eastern 
despots, in a condition of misery, poverty 
and slavery, into a prosperous province, It 
is only a few years since Lord Kitchener 
overcame Mahdism with the railway. To- 
day he is developing the territory of the 
Mahdi with the river. So great an oppor 
tunity has been granted to few men, but 
there are fewer still who would have known 
bow to take advantage of that opportunity 
if it had come to them.

With the advent to power of Mr. Wilson 
the polley of making another anti-trust law 
to take the place of the Sherman law in- 
stead of enforcing the Sherman law was 
adopted. It is not probable that any statute 
that the ingenuity of the ident can 
frame. will enable “trust bustérs” to do 
more than tee been and can again be ac- 
complished under the Sherman act, or will 
change the scope or effect of the repeated 
decisions that corporations cannot be 
reached by the Federal courts for unlawful 
combinations in restraint of trade, where 
the act complained of has been done wholly 
within the State of their creation.

As he says, anybody can write such 
stanzas as Gray's: 

“The boast of heraldry—the pomp of

The paths of glory lead but to the grave.“ 
According to Obediah that poem just 
naturally wrote and rhymed itself. It was 
just as easy as picking up faggots of the 
same length. But when our Obediah takes 
his trusty pen in hand there is something 
happening every few minutes. Here, for 
instance, are some lines from “My Call- 
fornia,” which he wrote while tending the 
baby:

Homer was “the 
blind old bard of Scio’s rocky isle,” and 
Milton was referred to aw the sightless 
seer of Seven Dials. 

Obediah Peck is known as the one-eyed 
Goethe of Glendale, although the frivolous 
spell it “goat.” He wears a glass eye in 
his west window, but it in no wise inter- 
feres with the operations of his fountain 
pen. Obediah is different from the general 
company of bards in that he its thrifty. 
Only the ether day he passed the school- 
house in his morning walk and found a 
number of lads playing marbles. With the 
remembrance of youth and the love of gain 
combined he asked permission to join the 
game. Using his glass eye for a “shooter” 
he stayed until he had cleaned up the 
bunch. Then, with his pocket full of mar- 
bles and a gleam of content in his good 
eye, he continued his journey. 


But this is wandering from the theme of 
British decadence. This was brought home 
with brutal frankness in the recent lines 
of Rudyard Kipling, who is a scintillant 
exception to the general score of retrogres- 
sion. This latest poem is called “Mort 
Britannia,” and in the course of it Ruddy 
lashés the home folk in these terms: 


“What shall we say for England as she 
shudders in sordid shame; 

‘Shall her rare roast beef and her nut- 
brown ale be all that remains of fame? 

For alas! a vision enfolds me, and in ghost- 
ly alsies I tread. 

And behold, a steel-beaked vulture peck at 
the eyes of the dead. 

Agd under the shroud lies England, pinched 
and weazened and cold, 

While the smoking lamps gleam dimly, 
yielding incense of days of old. 

Aye! once my England was haughty, isolate 
in her pride.

EALTH TOPICS 
INTEREST THEM. 


WOMEN SWARM TO HEAR TALKS 
BY LECTURER. 


Are women more interested in 
health than men are? During the 
rainy weather men crowded the large 
Berean hall at the Auditorium build- 
ing to its utmost capacity to hear W. 
Earl Flynn, the health specialist, who 
is lecturing under the auspices of the 
ministers of this city. Yesterday ait- 
ernoon Flynn spoke to women onl), 
and the crowd was so great that more 
than a thousand were turned away, 
and it was with difficulty that at the 


‘door trouble was averted. 


The women who were unable to 
gain entrance were not willing to ac» 
cept the statement that there was no 
more roam, and some became 6o in- 
Sistent that the police had to be 
called. 

Flynn gave his hearers advice on 
the laws to be observed for the de- 
velopment of the highest type of 
womanhood, and Miss Ethel Sprague, 
hia assistant, showed a few simple 
exercises to be taken. Last night an- 
other large crowd gathered to hear 4 
lecture on “Old Age and Fatigue.” 
Among other things, Flynn said: 

“Scientists have shown that the 
physiological processes causing fa- 
tigue are quite different from those 
accepted a few years ago. In ex- 
perimenting upon a frog's leg. eci- 
entists selected one of the large 
muscles. They attached it to a deli- 
cate clectrical instrument in such @ 
way that the rate and amount of its 
contractions would be carefully meas- 
ured. The application of a stimulus 
led to great activity, which finally de- 
clined to the point where the muscle 
made no response. It was tired out 
The muscle was then washed with 
warm, salty solution forced through 
the blood vessels. Then the experi- 
ment was repeated and the muscle 
responded again to stimulation. 

“Tt was shown that the muscle got 
tired, not because it was worn out, 
but because it became clogged with 
substances that were produced dur- 
ing its activity. Fatigue is in reality 
the result of poisonous. products in 
the blood, rather than the result of 
any change in the actual tissues of 
the body. In order to eliminate these 
waste products which cause fatigue 
certain great laws must be put into 
operation which only specfal exercises 
can effect. We have discovered the 
secret of these laws and their rela- 
tion to exercise, and are able now to 
apply the special exercises to the spe- 
cial trouble that needs elimination.” 

Flynn will speak this afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock and tonight at § o'clock 
to both men and women. The lectures 
are free.

The 
craft left San Pedro at 5:30 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, reached Ventura 
at 4:10 o'clock that afternoon and 
sailed into Santa Barbara less than 
three hours later, beating the Bear 
into port. 

An attempt was made early Tues- 
day morning to get the papers off by 
boat, but after the gasoline launch 
Udic had been at sea several hours 
her skipper was compelled to put 
back to Ban Pedro with her, the 
storm making the voyage at that time 
an impossibility.

Veitch rehearsed the wanton slay- 
ing of the boy and apparently made 
a ep impression on the jurors. 
Veitch will make the closing argu- 
ment this morning. 

Frank Dominguez made the open- 
ing argument for Bundy. He appealed 
largely to the sympathies of the 
jurors and dwelt on the soundness of 
the insanity angle.

Neither 
had examined Bundy, either physi- 
cally or mentally, but they gave their 
epinions in answer to Roger's forty- 
five-minute hypothetical question in- 
volving 105 assumptions, the 
life of Bundy. 

Dr. Cecil Reynolds and Dr. Orbison 
testified that in their opinion Bundy 
is as sound mentally as the average 
man and far superior physically. 

A quick verdict is expected.

But Admits His Capacity to 
Inflame Hop-Pickers. 


Case May Go to the Jury 
Some Time Today. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE Times.) 

MARYSVILLE (Cal.) Jan. 29.~— 
Contrary to expectations counsel for 
the defense in the trial of Richard 
(Blackie) Ford and three other so- 
called Industrial Workers of the 
World for the murder of former 
Dist.-Atty. E. T. Manwell in the 
Wheatland hop riot last August, did 
not complete argument teday. It is 
not certain that the fate of the ac- 
cused men will be in the jury’s hands 
before noon tomorrow. 

The largest crowds on record 
sought admission today to the Yuba 
county Courthouse. Fully half the 
spectators were women. At both 
morning and afternoon sessions the 
rush was great, a considerable num- 
ber being refused entrance by spe- 
clal officers stationed at the doors. 
The opening address by Dist.-Atty. 
E. B. Stanwood consumed two hours. 
He analyzed the case from the time 
the strike on Durst brothers’ ranch 
was declared until Manwell and Dep- 
uty Sheriff’ Eugene Reardon were 
killed. He asked for a verdict of 
murder against all the defendants, 
He said the evidence showed that 
Ford and H. D. Suhr were leaders of 
the mob, while Harry Bagan and 
William Beck were lieutenants and 
tools of the other two men. 

The leaders did not want to settle 
the strike peacefully, he asserted, 
but desired to further the ends of the 
Industrial Workers of the World by 
causing strife. The situation in the 
hop field certainly was one calling 
for intervention by the- authorities, 
he arfued, and the District Attorney 
was shot down in the performance of 
his duty. Under the evidence, the 
prosecutor argued, the jury could 
reasonably assume that Suhr killed 
rather than did the Porto Rican ne- 
gro, who the defense has attempted 
to prove committed the crime. Stan- 
wood attacked Ford as a “coward at 
heart, but with the capacity to in- 
flame the minds of others.” 

Austin Lewis, chief counsel for the 
defense, began addressing the jury at 
2 o'clock p.m., and was arguing at 5 
o'clock when adjournment was taken. 
Lewis attacked the case of the State 
from every angle. He attempted to 
show that the strike was justified and 
that the authorities brought trouble 
on themselves by acting too hastily. 
It is expected Lewis will finish his 
argument early tomorrow. Special 
Prosecutor W. H. Carlin will make 
the closing address. 

Representatives of the California 
Immigration Commission and govern- 
ment Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions were present at the trial today.

Letters Introduced in Alaska Coal) 
Lands Suit Show Stracey Was In- 


formed of Illegal Locations.

SEATTLE, Jan. 29.— James L. Me- 
Pherson, a civil engineer, who was 
employed by the Alaska Development 
Company in connection with its plans 
to acquire the Stracey group of Alaske 
coal land claims, occupied the witness 
stand all day today in the trial in 
the United States District Court of 
Charles F. Munday and Archie W. 
Shiels, promoters of the group indict- 
ed for conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment. The entire day was taken 
up with the introduction of maps and 
correspondence which McPherson ex- 
plained to the jury. 

This documentary evidence was in+ 
troduced to show the relations 
tween the Alaska Development Com- 
pany, Algernon H. Stracey, an English 
promoter of the group, jointly indict- 
ed with Munday, and Shiels, but not 
brought to trial because he is out 
of the country, and the Pacific Coal 
and Oil Company, a Canadian corpo- 
ration, which was to lease the Stra- 
cey claims from the Alaska Develop’ 
ment Company. Correspondence be- 
tween McPherson and Stracey showed 
that McPherson had informed Stracey 
that the method of locating claims 
pursued by him was legal but that 
the work was continued, neverthe- 
less. 
McPherson testified he told Mun- 
day of the illegal filings made by 
Stracey and that Munday became 
highly indignant. The government 
contends, however, that the corre- 
spondence shows that Munday and 
Shiela continued their connection 
with Stracey’s project.

BAKERSFIELD, Jan. 29.—A relief 
fund has been started to assist the 
property holders in the flooded Arp 
Addition to put their homes in order 
This section of the city lies 
on the north side of the levee and 
was the only part of town to get a 
wetting.

QUABBLE OVER 
GAS CONTINUES, 


BOARD TO CONFER AGAIN wirH 
COUNCIL COMMITTEE. 


Companies Dissatisfied, Ditto Coun- 
Ahnen, as Former Want Rate 
Raised and latter Would Reduce 
It — Commissioners Believe They 
Can Sustain Their Figures in Court. 


There's trouble ahead for the Pub- 
He Utilities Commission on the fixing 
of rates on natural and mixed gas. 
Troubles, it is said, never come 
singly, and the board has already 
discovered that from at least two 
Sources it is headed that way. 

Members of the Council are dis- 
Satisfied with the proposed 52-cent 
rate for natural gas, believing that 


it should be lower, and that as a con- 
sequence the rate of 61.9 cents per 
1000 cubic feet for the mixed gas 
should be lower. The Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities will ask the Public Utill- 
ties Committee of the Council to make 
& report upon the figures submitted 
at Wednesday's conference, showing 
wherein they are wrong, if such is 
really the opinion of the committee. 

Representatives of the gas com- 
panies met with the board yesterday 
and went over the same figures sub- 
mitted to the Councilmen the previous 
There were present Wifffam 
Bauerhyte, Paul Overton and J. P. 
Houghton for the Los Gas 
and Electric Company; A. E. Peat for 
the Southern California Gas Company, 
J. E. Biby, attorney for the Economic 
Gas Company, and R. H. Ballard of 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany. 

The gas men's point of view was 
that the rates should not be lowered 
Trom 70 cents, as the public in using 
natural gas get added heat units and 
therefore the volume of gas con- 
sumed ts diminished. 

There also appears a contingent rep- 
resenting various civic associations, 
demanding that a 30-cent natural gas 
rate be set, and declaring that as 
there is certain to be a legal contest 
anyway, the board might as well set 
the rate at 30 cents and fight it out, 
taking a preliminary step. when suit 
is filed to set aside such rate, by shut- 
ting off the flow of natural gas at the 
city boundaries and demanding of he 
gas companies that they obtain a 
franchise to bring such gas into the 
city before it is allowed to again flow 
through the mains. Representatives 
of this plan were heard by the board 
yesterday. 

President Wright of the Public 
Utilities Board said yesterday that he 
believes the figures decided upon by 
that body can be sustained in a court 
action, and he was in favor of the 
board adopting the necessary resolu- 
tion fixing the rates at 52 and 61.9 
cents at today’s meeting; but Com- 
missioner Wirsching insisted upon a 
report being made by the Council's 
committee to which the analysis of 
the figures was submitted before the 
rates are fixed. This means a delay 
of probably several days. 


FACTS ARE WANTED. 
MUST RECORD THE VOTE. 

The Council took another turn yes- 
terday at the use.of names of ficti- 
tious or defunct associationg and or- 
ganizations by citizens in presenting 
matters to the city’s legislative body. 
It decided to adopt a resolution 
presented by Councilman Wheeler to 
replace the one that required that or- 
ganizations file a list of their mem- 
bership before their communications 
would be considered. 

The new resolution requires that a 
record of the vote on the subject 
presented be given. After a preamble 
setting forth the need of such in- 
formation, the resolution adopted, 
with Councilmen Bryant and Reed 
dissenting. says: 

“Resolved, that the City Council of 
the city of Los Angeles will not, aft- 
er February 1, 1914, consider any pe- 
tition, resolution or preamble signed 
by any improvement association, civic 

nization, club or other similar 
organization, excepting churches and 
eleemosynary institutions, through its 
officers other than a petition or pro- 
fest authorized by law, unless a list 
of’ the officers of such organization, 
with their address and place of meet- 
ine is first filed and certified to in the 
office of the City Clerk. The number 
ot their membership in good standing 
shall also be given. 

“And further that it is the sense of 
this Council that no such communica- 
tion will be considered unless it is 
shown that said petition, resolution or 
preamble was adopted by the unani- 
mous vote of members present, but if 
not unanimously adopted, the ayes and 
noes recorded upon said resolution; 
provided, however, that the operation 
ef this resolution may be suspended 
by a three-fourths vote of the Coun- 


ei.”

MKEERY CONFIRMED. 
THREE OPPOSING VOTES. 
By a vote of five to three the City 
Council yesterday confirmed the ap- 
intment of George L. McKeeby as 
Prosecutor. President Whiffen 
and Councilmen Bryant and Reed vot- 
ef against the confirmation. 
Although the usual week's time was 


allowed within which Councilmen are | 
given opportunity to make investiga- 
tion of appointees of the Mayor, Whif- 
fen said he would have to vote against 
MeKeeby on the basis of information 
he hed obtained. but that a post- 
ponement might put him in a posi- 
tion where he would vote to con- 
firm. Bryant pleaded that he hadn't 
had ‘time to make an investigation. 

Councilman Betkouski replied to 
President Whiffen'’s statement by de- 
claring that while McKeeby was an 
old-line Republican, that should not 
be in his way in the sight of a non- 
partisan City Council and that he 
believed the nominee would make the 
city a good officer. 5 

“The selection of his deputies is 
more objectionable to me than any- 
thing I know of the man himself,“ 
replied Whiffen. He evidently had 
read the announcement in The Times 
that McKeeby will clean out the hans 
of the Guy Eddie administra- 

on. 

Councilmen Conwell and Langdon 
each indorsed the appointee, Conwell 
declaring that he is certain McKeeby 
will make a good public servant and 
that the city will be the gainer. 


Must Maintain Levee. 

The Board of Public Works yes- 
terday ordered the serving upon of- 
ficers of the Salt Lake Railroad a 
resolution demanding that this com- | 
pany maintain the east levee on the 
Los Angeles River at Ninth street, 
in accordance with the conditions of 
the deed by which the city granted 
to the railroad title to a sixty-foot 
strip of land along the easterly side 
of the Los Angeles Hiver from Pasa- 
dena avenue to the south city bound- 
ary. 

Harbor Linprovement Bond-. 

The City Council yesterday, through 
a formal resolution, instructed the 
City Treasurer to issue to subecrib- 
ers $10,000 of the $2,500,000 har- 
bor improvement bond issue, and also 
to restrict subscriptions hereafter to 
lots of not less than $6000. 


May Vacate Park Streets. 

Theoretically Los Angeles has nu- 
merous streets in some of its public 
parks—streets that were dedicated 
on early maps but were never opened 
for public wavel. The City Attorney 
yesterday recommended to the Coun- 
cll that all such streets be vacated, 
so that alP highways in the parks may 
be declared park roads and come di- 
rectly under the control of the Park 
Commission. In this way heavy traf- 
fic through the parks could be cut 
off and other advantages could be ob- 
tained. The Public Works Commit- 
tee will consider the subject next 
Thursday.

Final Storm Drain Ordinance. 

By unanimous vote the City Coun- 
cll yesterday adopted the final ordi- 
nance for the Arroyo de la Brea 
storm drain. The next step will be 
for the Board of Public Works to 
advertise for bids, and it is reason- 
able to expect that the contract for 
this great drain will be awarded with- 
in thirty days. 


For Inebriates’ Home. 

The approval of the Council was 
given yesterday to the renewal of the 
lease from the Board of Education of 
the parental school property on Los 
Feliz road for the continued use of 
the Inebriate Home. A nominal 
rental of $120 a year is required from 
the city. The Board of Education has | 
not yet determined whether or not it 
has the right to enter into an agree- 
ment whereby the city shall have the 
option to purchase the property with- 
in the ensuing year. 

— — 
Mayor Interested. 

The Mayor has joined with the 
Chamber of Commerce, Convention 
League and other organizations in 
urging the Western Fruit Growers’ 
Association to hold its annual con- 
vention In 1915 in Los Angeles. The 
convention this year will meet in Kan- 
sas City on February 6. The Mayor 
gets the claims of Los Angeles on the 
grounds that it is the center of the 
citrus fruit industry, and has special 
advantages to the visitor as being lo- 
cated midway between San Francisco 
and San Diego Panama-Pacific ex- 
positions. 

An official letter of acknowledge- 
ment was sent to the Pasadena Tour- 
nament of Roses Association yester- 
day by the Mayor on behalf of him- 
self and the City Council, expressing 
appreciation of the award of the sil- 
ver cup as a special prize for the 
Council's car in the flower parade on 
New Tears Day. The cup is now in 
the Mayor’s office. 


For Fish Wholesaling. 

The Harbor Commission yesterday 
gave its approval to the plans of the 
harbor engineer for a wholesale fish 
wharf at San Pedro, as an extension 
of the original fisherman's wharf. 
This is to be 320x230 feet, and is to ex- 
tend to water that is eight feet in 
depth at low tide. The new wharf is 
to be bullt by force account. 


Moselle Laid Off. 

The Board of Public Works yes- 
terday discontinued the official serv- 
ices of Leon E. Moselle, disbursing 
agent for the Los Angeles aqueduct. 
Moselle’s salary is $250 a month, and 
recently the disbursement has been 
only $5000 a month, a service that 
can be performed directly through 
the City Auditor's office.

SUIT CASE FIGURES IN A SUIT 
FOR DIVORCE.

It Was Found in a Tent in Topango 
Canyon, and Two Young Couples 
of Ocean Park Are Involved—Man 
Who Counted Too Much on the 
Deity to Provide Loses Wife. 


A sult case alleged to have been 
taken from his home by Darwin Tate 
is expected to play a leading role in 
connecting hint and Mrs. Gertrude 
Chalmers with a tent in Topango 
Canyon, where the sult case was 
found and where it is alleged the 
two were located. 

The divorce suit of Mrs. Ruth H. 
Tate, charging Tate with misconduct 
and naming Mrs. Chalmers as co-re- 
spondent, was called in Juige Fin- 
layson’s court yesterday afternoon. 
Dunean Chalmers is waiting to have 
his suit for divorce tried before the 
same court. While the testimony in 
both suits is practically similar, an 
objection was raised to trying them 
together. 


The suite involve young married 
couples of Park. Mrs. Chalmers 


is fighting 2 allegation of miscon- 


duct with Tate. Her defense is that, 
being an ardent sportswoman, she met 
Tate, Who was hunting deer last fall, 
and that their relations were only 
thosegof hunters and not lovers. 

Mrs. Tate was called late yester- 
day after and laid the founJa- 
tion for th grave charge she has al- 
leg against her husband. They 
were married at Crown Point, Ind., 
April 12, 1911. At the time of filing 
the suit she lived at No. 217% Strand 
street, Ocean Park. Her daughter 
Margaret was then 18 months old. 
A son, James, was born after the ac- 
tion was brought. 

She testified that just previous to 
the arrival of the son, her susband 
told her he was going to Rialto to do 
pruning. He was absent nearly a 
week, although he said he would be 
gone only two nights. 2 

The following day she said he 
“acted mean and wanted to go away 
again. He did leave the day follow- 
ing, and she stated she learned he 
had not been at Rialto; that he had 
cone to Topamgo Canyon, and, in- 
stead of pruning, had hunted deer. 

Just before court adjourned she in- 
troduced the subject of the suit case, 
and Attorney Fleming said he expect- 
ed to connect it with the tent at To- 
pango Canyon, where the alleged mis- 
conduct is said to have taken place. 


DAMAGES RECOVERABLE. 
REFUSAL TO ISSUE SHARES. 


In an opinion handed down by 
Judge Finlayson yesterday in the ac- 
tion brought by Mrs. Emma F. Pop- 
lin against the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company and others, to recover 
damages for refusal to issue to her- 
self, Portia Poplin and John S. Pop- 
lin 700 shares of the company’s in- 
creasel capital stock, 500 shares of 
which she owned, the court held that 
she and her assignors had a pre- 
emptive right to 500 shares of the 
new ue at par. 

The court also held that Mrs. Pop- 
lin is entified to damages because 
the corporation did not issue at par 
the 100 shares of new stock to which 
John S. Poplin was entitled. notwith- 
standing that he is a minor. 

It appeared that the corporation's 
refusal to issue the 500 shares at par 
was made on the day that Mrs. Pop- 
lin and her assignors made their de- 
mands, on November 6, 1911. The ac- 
tion was not commenced until De- 
cember 28, 1912, or more than thir- 
teen months after the alleged con- 
version. It further appears that the 
market value of the stock was subject 
to fluctuations. 

“In such a case,” the court holds, 
“it. would encourage the plaintiff to 
speculate upon the chances of rising 
markets, if she were allowed the 
highest market value after delaying 
the commencement of her action for 
more than thirteen months. I find, 
therefore, that the action has not been 
prosecuted with reasonable diligence 
within the meaning of section No. 
3236 of the Civil Code, and that 
therefore plaintiff is not entitled to 
adopt the highest market value as the 
measure of her damages.” 


DIARY IN COURT. 
TO PROVE MENTAL SOUNDNESS. 

A diary kept by Frank H. Holyoke, 
whose $500,000 estate is the subject 
of a bitter cont in Judge Houser's 
court, was introduced yesterday dur- 
ing the cross-examination of Frank 
St. Thomas, Holyoke’s coachman, to 
show that he was mentally sound in 
order to have made the notations. 

One note was to the effect that Mrs. 
Holyoke and James Powers, the 
chauffeur, “cleared away today.” An- 
other read: “Mra. H. and Jim Powers 
ran amuck today:“ and still another, 
“Jim Powers ran amuck today at 
Penobscot Exchange.” 

These notations are significant, in 
view of the allegation made oy Hol- 
yoke with reference to her miscon- 
duct. 

Sydney Holyoke, a son by the first 
wife, is contesting the will on the 
ground that at the time it was exe- 
cuted his father was of unsound 
mind. He was cut off with $100. Mra. 
Holyoke receives $1000 under the will 
and $5000 by an agreement of separa- 
tion. The bulk of the fortune was 
left to two nieces, Misses Madeline 
and Marjorie Holyoke. 


ROMANCE. 
DESERTS WIFE AND NAVY. 
A romance came into the lite of 
Mery Ellen Small at the tender age 
of 13 years. A gallant tar, James 


Small, crossed her orbit, made vio- 
lent love to and married her, the 
girl's mother giving her consent 
when she found the alliance was de- 
termined upon. 

Mrs. Small entered the divorce 
court yesterday and asked. that she 
be relieved of the ties that bind. 
Small, she said, had deserted her. 
Moreover, it appeared that he had 
also deserted the navy. The decree 
could not be granted by Judge Mon- 
roe in the absence of a guardian 
filing the suit. 

Small not only won the girl's love, 
it appeared, but he also fattened his 
pocket-book by prevailing upon his 
mother-in-law to deed to him a lot 
at San Pedro which belonged to the 
girl. Small promptly placed a $1000 
mortgage on the property and de- 
parted. 

The marriage took place January 
31. 1912. Love fled March 8, 1912. 
Cetober 30, 1913, Small wrote his 
wife a letter from South Bend, Ind., 
stating, “we have had a funny time 
of it since the marriage.“ He was 
anxious to know if he was a father.
